A Yugoslav Navy ordnance Institute is located about SO meters southwest 
of Lep.tane, on the road from Ti.vat. .Tt is surrounded by a wall three 
meters high on the southwest, anc on the northeast by a two and one half 
meter barbed-wire fence which is set up at the foot of a steep hill. © 
The institute eaploys avout Ov experts who work in two shifts under - 
the supervision of Captain 3rc class Dane Krecic, Director of the 
Institute. Hefore 1948, large aaounts of infantry weapons, artillery, 
and some tanks were sent to this institute for repairs. Actually only 
a few items were repaired, and most of this equipaent was turned over 
to smelting plants.

The Pristan dump for naval mines, @ concrete construction which is partly 
underground, lies at the foot of Obostnik hill opposite Xumbur. This 
dump ig guarded, and is surrounded by a barbed-wire fence. Sufficient 
wines are stored here to mine the entire southern Adriatic. The Vrnac 
explosives dump is on a hill between Tivat and Kotor. The large Opatovo 
ammunition dump lies 500 meters south of Lepetane on the dria ic coast. 
This dump has a maumber of small, one-story buildings which are set be-_ 
tween high earth walls. 
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
